INTRODUCTION

The City of Loveland is conducting a strategic development
planning process for its Downtown. This work uncover ed
what physical and programmatic investments should be
made to improve Downtown and help shape what new
development should look like over the next 3-5 years and
beyond. To assist with the preparation of the plan, the City
has engaged the urban growth firm YARD and Company.

Loveland's recent rise in development interest and invest-
ment has highlighted a need for both an updated city-wide
Comprehensive Plan and a new growth strategy for Down-
town. As such, the City of Loveland has commissioned
both an update to the broader Comprehensive Plan and the
creation of a new Downtown Strategic Development Plan.
Over the next few months the Downtown Plan will be com-
pleted and that will lead directly into the Comprehensive
Plan update process.

The Downtown Strategic Development Plan engaged the
community around what growth might look like. This effort
desires to ensure that growth is reflective of the city’s his-
tory and culture and broadens its economic vitality and
potential as a regional draw for new residents, business
owners and visitors. The strategy includes a ten year vision,
flve year investment strategy and a 36-month demand and
supply Work Plan grounded in market reality and coupled
with clear steps towards positive change.

The purpose of this section is to summarize and distill what
was learned in the initial, Discovery phase of the project
and how that knowledge shapes thinking and recommen-
dations for Downtown Loveland moving forward. The fol-
lowing pages include an overview of the engagement and
discovery effort and the primary themes that emerged to
inform the ultimate recommendations.

WELCOME TO DOWNTOWN LOVELAND

Loveland is a city of approximately 13,000 residents just
northeast of Cincinnati. It's a place with a strong sense
of community and history, with walkable amenities
throughout its historic Downtown. Downtown has always
been the central gathering spot for the community and, in
recent years, that has become even more apparent as new
residents, business owners, visitors and developers have
become drawn to the lifestyle the district has to offer. Once
a busy railroad hub, Downtown is now the premiere stop
along the Little Miami Trail and home to one of the most
popular canoe liveries along the Little Miami River. These
recreational amenities, coupled with vibrant green space,
regular community events, eclectic mixed-use buildings,
a diverse set of outdoor dining spaces and good schools,
make Loveland one of the most livable communities in the
Cincinnati region. Loveland is a destination for those who
want a quiet yet active lifestyle that provides everything
you need within walking or biking distance.

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THE DISCOVERY PROCESS

The engagement process is rooted in the idea of discovery.
Talking with people, experiencing the place with them and
meeting them where they are is the truest and best way
to inform how a community should or can change. The
process included City leadership, which develop an Action
Committee that is dedicated to the process. The general
roles and responsibilities of this Committee are to gather
and share information, review documents and recommen-
dations, assist with engagement organization, recruit vol-
unteers and market the project. This group informed an
Engagement Brief that outlined how the process connects
to the community. While this soft data was collected, the
hard data comprised of physical environment analysis,
demographic trends, market forces and past plans and
studies were evaluated.

Demographics & Market

Focus group insights

Several groups of stakeholders with specific and unique
knowledge about the day-to-day experience of Downtown
Loveland were engaged. These focus groups provided
insights into nuanced problems and opportunities that
impact the Study Area. Overall, approximately 50 individ-
uals were engaged over the course of a dozen interviews.
Recurring themes emerged from these conversations:

Economic Development and the Customer

» Loveland's competition is Mason, West Chester, Milford,
Madeira, Mariemont and Hyde Park

» 25-35year olds are moving to Loveland from Hyde Park/
Oakley area

» The Loveland Young Professionals group has over 60
members and is growing

» There are no hotels within 4.5 miles, which means there
is potentially a small-scale hospitality opportunity

» The City needs a more predictable development process
that sets clear expectations

» If the community wants higher quality development then
the City has to proactively participate in projects

Experience
» “You don't go through Loveland, you go to Loveland”

» The bike trail is known regionally as the ‘Loveland Bike
Trail', it drives Loveland'’s brand

» Parking is primarily a wayfinding and management
issue. It is there but people cannot find it

Survey results

Two versions of a survey were utilized. An online survey
was developed and made available to residents, business
owners and visitors throughout the month of January. This
digital outreach was coupled with place mats that were
placed in local restaurants. This paper version of the survey
included creative ways for people to voice their thoughts
and opinions about Downtown Loveland. With over 500
people responding to the online survey and over 50 com-
pleted place mats returned, a diverse audience was reached
and unique perspectives documented from all aspects of
the Loveland experience.

The primary themes from the survey were as follows:

Development is happening to us, not with us

While most are happy to see Downtown Loveland experi-
encing growth and investment, there is consistent concern
that new development is not being designed to fit in with
the existing context of the historic Downtown. Concern
around scale, building materials and style were all of con-
cern. However, this was not reflective of a larger anti-growth
or anti-multifamily sentiment. Most want development to
happen, but they want it to integrate into the existing com-
munity fabric, not create a ‘new Loveland!

Love thy Neighbor

When asked ‘What is your favorite thing about Down-
town Loveland? A large number of survey respondents
answered with one word: ‘Community.’ The use of this term
was typically tied to the quaint small town feel of Down-
town Loveland, the local businesses and friendly nature of
the people. There is some concern that this might get lost
as new investment and development continues to occur.

How do we get around how we get around?

While the results made it clear that people love the historic,
walkable and mixed-use aspects of Downtown Loveland the
results were also clear when it came to respondent’s ‘least
favorite’ thing about the Study Area. Traffic and Parking
were the most frequently mentioned issue when it came
to concerns about the future. While traffic was mentioned
more often than parking, it was clear that the two were con-
nected; creating an interesting dichotomy between the fact
that people love walking around Downtown Loveland but
cannot or do not walk to it.

Outside is Free(ing)

The recreational amenities Downtown Loveland offers
are in many ways unique to the region and this was highly
valued by respondents. Whether it be the river, the bike trail
or Nisbet Park; the people of Loveland value the outdoors
and their ability to access these spaces with their families
or as part of their overall experience with the Downtown.
While some strictly enjoy using the outdoor amenities for
exercise or recreation, many others pair that experience
with the overall entertainment experience Downtown Love-
land has to offer.

Public Event Number One

The engagement, data gathering and analysis process
informed and culminated in a large public event on January
14, 2019, at the Loveland Stage Company. With approxi-
mately 100 stakeholders in attendance, a short presenta-
tion was given followed by small groups to discuss four
themes related to the future of Downtown Loveland.

Below are some of the prominent discussion items that
emerged within each theme:

An Aging City

» The Study Area has an aging building stock and leader-
ship needs to preserve and maintain the existing char-
acter of this building stock

» Thereis a need for more variety in housing types, partic-
ularly when it comes to affordability

» More options for young families are needed

» More housing options are needed for those retiring/
looking to downsize

» Increased thinking about the future of senior living is
needed

A City that Moves

» The City needs to find a way to relieve bottlenecking,
there is too much cut through traffic

» Better parking solutions are needed for those going to
the bike trail and those visiting Downtown

» Better east-west connection across river would help

Dotmocracy

An essential first step in understanding a place is to ask
everyday users and operators within a community to pro-
vide perspective on a place’s strengths and weaknesses. At
the first public event and in most of the focus groups, par-
ticipants were asked to place dots on a map of the Study
Area as a way to illustrate how people experience the Study
Area and whether commonalities or differences exist when
it comes to the community’s ‘favorite’ places in Downtown
Loveland and their least favorite!

In this case there was significant overlap between the
places people love and those that they try to avoid.

Strengths

The Study Area’s strengths are primarily associated with
the north/south spine of the river and bike trail, with clusters
at the intersection of Railroad Avenue and West Loveland
Avenue near the community’s most popular food and bev-
erage establishments (Tano Bistro, Narrow Path Brewery &
Paxton’s), Nisbet Park and Loveland Canoe & Kayak. This
furthers the notion that recreation, entertainment destina-
tions and community park space are driving how and when
people interact with Downtown Loveland.

Weaknesses

The Study Area’'s weaknesses were largely associated with
automobile infrastructure, both in places where it is per-
ceived that there is a lack of infrastructure and where there
is too much. The red dots related to car-related infrastruc-
ture were primarily found along West Loveland Avenue
with clusters around the Railroad Avenue/West Loveland
Avenue intersection. Both traffic and pedestrian concerns
were raised at these locations. Conversely, many red dots
were placed along the autocentric Loveland Madeira Road
corridor just outside of the Study Area, seemingly pointing
out that this area is too auto-oriented and is in need of more
pedestrian-oriented development. Lastly, the cluster of red
dots around the new Loveland Station seem to highlight a
concern about the design and scale of new development
occurring within the Study Area.

CREATE A "DOWNTOWN LOVELAND, INC.”

Establish a "“Downtown Loveland, Incorporated” (DLI) that
better leverages the existing Community Improvement Cor-
poration (CIC) as real estate development facilitator. This
new entity would be primarily funded as a Special Improve-
ment District (SID) that will:

» grow and manage brand

» market and storytelling

» parking management and fee collection
» safe and clean ambassadorship

» program public spaces (with initial focus on kids and
active adult programming)

» trail programming/events

» general beautification

This new entity will also implement and manage the fol-
lowing plan recommendations:

Create a free, secure trailside bicycle valet service that
allows convenient storage of bikes and encourages guests
to spend more time in Downtown Loveland.

Install trailside Portland Loos or a similar restroom facility.

DOWNTOWN STRATEGIC DEVELOPMENT PLAN LOVELAND, OHIO

Maintain and improve over time the Commercial District
Valet Service. As part of program, secure a permanent loca-
tion to store valeted cars.

Install downtown street parking meters with tiered, demand-
based pricing. Use on and off-line signage and improved
enforcement to clarify guest parking locations. Restrict pri-
vate parking signage to stall signage only. Also, implement
online parking information system. Additional possibilities
exist for single space detections and a parking guidance
systems.

Develop strategy to implement Downtown WiFi and 5G
connectivity in conjunction with other infrastructure, street-
scape and storefront initiatives. Considerations should be
made of joint sharing infrastructure with the operator, with
potential funding from an OKI grant. Make consideration
for smart infrastructure - smart street lights, connected
signals, etc.

Create overflow parking lot behind Moose Lodge for City
and retail employees and guest parking when demand for
Downtown surges. The lot should be gravel/permeable,
provide connections to the downtown core via a Levee-top
trail and sidewalks, lighting and simple signage.

Today, West Loveland Avenue has four lanes between
Loveland-Madeira Road and Downtown. This condition cre-
ates unnecessary bottle necks at either end and induces
speed in between making living, working and walking on
the Avenue untenable. To better improve traffic flow at
safe speeds while expanding the trail network west out of
Downtown, a pilot road diet is recommended that will con-
vene West Loveland residents and business owners with
the City to develop, implement and test a variety of options
through temporary measures. By shrinking the street to
two travel lanes, the additional pavement may be used for
some combination of trail, green buffer and parking (two
options shown here). The ultimate conclusions reached
from the pilot project will go on to inform more permanent
street modifications in subsequent phases of work. As part
of the project, sufficient funding should be made available
for engineering-level analysis prior and during the life of the
pilot project to ensure successful transition from pilot to
final project.

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ENGAGEMENT BRIEF

Overview

Every town has an essential DNA that we document through understanding hard and soft data. The hard
data is gained from walking, biking, measuring, and photographing places to supplement information that
comes from broader trends, the market, and mapping analysis.

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In addition to its many benefits, our home's very close proximity to downtown is the primary factor
in my least favorite thing within Loveland’s city government's control: traffic congestion. To reach
Loveland's schools (except LECC), area shopping, etc., our only viable option is a short jog south
on 48, then across town & the river on West Loveland Ave. Taking other routes (north on 48 to
Buttermilk or south on 48 to Broadway/Paxton/Hanna) to avoid downtown congestion adds a
substantial amount of time to our driving trips. This was a smaller problem when we bought our
home on Maple Ave. 11 years ago that has been exacerbated by the downtown building projects
in recent years. City leaders promised to manage the traffic & parking concerns that everyone
knew the Loveland Station development was guaranteed to cause/worsen (since its purpose was
to bring many more residents & visitors, and their cars, to our small downtown). This promise was
not kept and was a HUGE factor in my (and many others’) participation in the successful 2017
effort to remove and replace the prior mayor and most of his Council cronies. My partner (James
McKenna) and | have discussed this problem with Dave Kennedy, who was very receptive to our
suggestions but cannot unilaterally enact such changes, and have spoken on the topic at City
Council and traffic/parking committee meetings. We have proposed practical changes that could
be tested with minimal cost to the city (some spray paint and police/other officials for temporary
help managing new traffic flows). In addition, at least two well-thought-out proposals (which have
some elements in common with ours) have been published in Loveland Magazine in the past few
years. If these were acknowledged, let alone explored, by the city, we never heard anything about
it (though admittedly we don't generally attend council/committee meetings or read their minutes).
The ONLY change we've seen to downtown traffic patterns - and it's a GREAT one - was the
addition of the left-turn lane from eastbound West Loveland Ave. onto northbound Karl Brown Way
and the left-turn space from westbound West Loveland Ave. into the parking for Cappy’s, Coco
Bites, etc. This change appeared easy to implement and has been very effective at improving
eastbound traffic flow, which makes me confident that other modifications could be successfully
trialed. | would be happy to serve in a committee or group that is charged with assessing
downtown traffic issues and EMPOWERED to implement changes to address them.

Total Parking (2011) 805 spaces (199 on-street, 337 Public off street, 269 Private off
street). A 2011 parking study showed 805$spots available and suggested a utilization of
80% of the parking east of Second Street and 111% west of Second Street.

An additional 128 parking spots were added in 2016.in a lot off Broadway with direct
walking access to the trail. This.came after the Loveland Station Development removed a
lot with 69 public parking spaces. While the Loveland Station Development is privately
owned, there are approximately 128 parking spots not designated for resident-only use.

Current parking.utilization is unknown without a new parking study.

3. River characteristic mapping




Approximately 2.1 miles of the Little Miami River Flow through Loveland Corp Limits
The majority of the downtown area east of the Little Miami River is located in the
regulatory floodway and base flood zone both considered special flood hazard areas.
The majority of downtown west of the Little Miami River is in the area of minimal flood
hazard. Flood zones were determined using the FEMA National Flood Hazard Layer
FIRMette as of 1/3/2019.

4. Analysis relative to stormwater and drainage

Analysis of storm water and drainage features datasourced from
“StormSewerMapping_2018" GIS database provided condition ratings of:

7 of 115 (6%) storm water outlets rated less than good condition (2 Poor, 5 Fair), 6 of 322
(2%) Culverts marked less than good condition (2 Poor, 4 Fair), 2 of 154 (1%) Outlet to
streams marked less than good condition (2 Fair), 16 of 2601 (0.6%) Catch basins marker
less than good condition (2 Poor, 16 Fair), and 2 Detention Basins

Approx. 63 Catch Basins in the Downtown Loveland area have an unknown or
unreported condition. One 12" culvert exists near the trail in the downtown area that is
rated fair condition. There are two storm water outlets in the downtown area that have
an unknown or unreported condition rating.

1. What is the real extent of the parking and traffic problem? What/when is the pinch
point(s)? How much are these issues created by through traffic (either cars just passing
through with another viable option in the system or bike riders delivering their bike
trailside only to leave town) vs. downtown specific?

Parking — issues related to parking due to bike path, commercial development + recent
residential + commercial development. City has implemented timed parking, however
new parking locations and lots should be considered. Added parking at Eads Site &
Livery Site.

Traffic — West Loveland through downtown is critical pinch point. 2011 study looked at
various options to improve traffic. Retiming of the signals would help. Bike/Pedestrian

crossing is a critical point. Will be installing RRFB.

2. The impact on development by the river and storm water




Entire Development area in 100 year flood plain. Try to get development first floor above
100 year elevation. At some point — added development raises 100 year flood elevation.

Storm - required to retain & release at a slow rate, but at some point the release is
hampered by the flooding creeks.

Other potential constraints or hurdles to development, particularly along the riverfront,
on the City's new parking lot near the Livery and on the Eads site. It'd also be good to
know what potential obstacles exist on the City Hall and Fire Station sites as they have
been identified to us as potential development opportunities.

Redevelopment — Parking Issues
W. Loveland & Second Street — One lane approach at the intersection.

City Hall & Fire — within 100 year flood plain = good idea to get records, city services out
of flood plain.

What are the limitations of adding crossings to the river and/or modifying the current
structure?

Touchdown points — Railroad — Issues with adding a crossing in Downtown. North of
Downtown — Little Miami + O'Bannon Creek — Park
New Crossing South Side — Traffic diverted to Residential Street

Widening Bridge — Adjacent Businesses — can not widen through downtown.
